Guilford  opened  the  season  with 
three  victories  before  completing 
the  pre-holiday  schedule  with  con- 
secutive losses  to  Pfeiffer,  Cata- 
wba, ACC,  and  Washington  and 
Lee.  Coach  Steele's  cagers  re- 
grouped during  the  holiday  break 
to  win  the  first  annual  Holiday 
Festival  in  Greensboro,  scoring  a 
season  high  of  1 18  points  in  a  rout 
of  Glassboro  (NJ).  Jerry  Crocker 
tossed  in  40  points  to  beat  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  99-84  in  the  finals.
